Activities, Washington, D. C.., disclose the Subcommittee on 


Internal Security, Committee on the Judiciary, United States 
-‘Senate, Washington, D..C., held hearings during April and 
‘May, 1959, on "Proposed Antisubversion Legislation, Part I." 


The name of one Alexander M. Bickel appears among those of 

35. individuals who identified themselves as professors of 

law and who sent a telegram on May 1, 1959, from New York, 

New York, to James 0. Eastland, Chairman, Committee on the 
Judiciary, urging the Subcommittee to withhold favorable 
action on the proposed legislation. The signers of the 
telegram indicated, "No one of these bills seems to us to 
strengthen the democratic system they are intended to protect. 


‘On the contrary, in combination, they seem to us to jeopardize 


many of the values most highly cherished in a free society." 
Enclosed' is a copy of pages 498 and 499 of the recorded 
hearings of the Subcommittee on Internal Security held in 
April and May, 1959, containing the text of the telegram.
